“The levees seem strong, but the
water s within nine inches of the top
und rising. A break would mean the
destruction of millions of dollars’
worth of property in the grent delta,
where crops of cotton and corn lLave
already been pltched.”

GREECE

Protests Against the Blockade
of Crete by the Powers.

It Is Daclared Contrary to the Sentie
ments of Humanity.

Messige of Gratitude Bent to Gladstone
for the Stand He Has Taken—All the
Powwrs Acoept the Frojeot to Bloek-
ande the Entire Gresk Uonsl

Aranys, March 27.—The governmeut
has handed to the representatives here
of the several powers & note protest-
ing against the blockade of Crete.
The note declares that io view of the
bonds uniting the Greeks and the
Christians of Crete the blockade, which
is depriving the island of the mesns of
provisioning itself, is contrary to the
sentiments of humanity inspiring the
powers.

The president of the bhoule, in be-
half of that body, bas sent to Mr.Glad-
stone & message of gratitude for the
stand he haa talcen in behalf of Greece
and the Cretan Christians The mes-
sage says in part:

*All your glorious life has been full
of combuts for justioe and liberty.
Now that the Hellenic nation has risen
to fight in favor of Crete, which s be-
dewed with blood, you come to uphold
anew the rights of an oppressed race.”

Loxpos, March 27.—The Telegraph
Saturday publishes a dispatch from
Vienna stating that all the powers
have now accepted the project to
blockade the entire Greek coast, begin-
ning with the ports of Pirmus, Volo,
Corinth and Arta,

ATnExs, Muarch 27 —For some as yet
unexplained reason Crown Prince Con-
stantine, who, it was announced
Thursday night, would leave Athens
at 4 o'clock Friday morning to assume
command of the Greek forces in Thes-
saly, hns not yet left the city. It is
now reported that he will go to the
Pirmens, whence he will sail 1or Volo,
in Thessaly, Saturday evening.

Loxnpox, March 27, —T1he Canea cor-
respondent of the Times telegraphs
that many complaints are heard of the
partiality shown by the powers to the
Turks. He adds that Mohasmmedans
have burned part of the village of Per-
ivolia. Animals belonging to Turks
are feeding upon the vines of Chris-
tians. The church of St John has
just been desecrated by a crowd of
Moslems

All these things are boing done un-
der the eyes of the representatives of
the powers, who make no effort to
stay them. The Mohammedans think
that now, they have European back-
ing, they ean do what they like,

The dispateh adds that the fleets at
¢ o'clock Friday afternoon resamed
their shelling of the Cheistian insur-
gents in the vieinity of Canen.

The Flood at Alton, LI,

AvrtoN, 1L, March 27.—The floods
from the upper vulleys of the rivers
have arrived here and the situation is
very grave. The river registers 17 foet
sbove low water mark and is out of its
banks and rising an inch an hour
Hundreds of acres of crop lands are al-
ready submerged and farmers are pre-
paring to move in the greatest haste
to higher ground.
